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TIME ERRS 


It has been said that Claire Booth 
Luce’s husband publishes two maga- 
zines: Life——for people who can’t read, 
and Time, for those who cannot think. 


The picture book, Life, is becoming 
quite readable but the “weekly news- 
magazine” is falling down somewhat on 
its laurels as an opinion-maker. 

In the July 29 issue, Time quotes a 
Kentucky surgeon as saying “The motor- 
bike is fun to ride, convenient and cheap, 
but is it worth the inevitable mayhem, 
death and economic loss? If you think 
so, get your son a motorbike for his 
‘last birthday.’ If this sounds bitter, it 
is because I was operating on that boy 
when he died.” 

My attorney has warned me not to 
give legal advice in these columns, but 
one cannot help wondering if the sur- 
geon’s erronious assumption of “inevi- 
table ... death” is not grounds for a 
charge of malpractice? After all, the 
patient died. 

Taking his admittedly bitter remarks 
one by one, I am inclined even to dis- 
believe the man’s contention that the 
motorbike is fun, convenient and cheap. 
But this is the grain of truth that sugars 
the big lie Time’s editors wish to have 
us swallow. Why would a national news 
magazine spread the lie that motorcycle 
riding is the road to “inevitable...loss?” 
when the National Safety Council in- 
sists that “cycles and scooters are not 
inherently dangerous.” Perhaps it is 
because U.S. automobile sales are slid- 
ing inthewakeof alarming disclosures 
that cars are “Unsafe At Any Speed.” 
Well, Time’s Detroit advertisers will 
have to look for some other industry to 
accuse of being worse than they are. 

I have written to the Editors offering 
the full facilities of Cycle News to aid 
their research and understanding of the 
motorcycle phenomenon, so there should 
be no reason for erronious reporting of 
the two-wheel trend in future issues of 
Time. The only valid point brought out 
in the article was the National Safety 
Council's statement that two-wheeled 
power bikes, when operated by inexperi- 
enced riders, were “very dangerous 
indeed.” Cycle News would like to en- 
courage the growth of rider training 
schools to teach new cyclists how to 
survive in the asphalt jungle. In future 
weeks we shall outline some ways in 
which “Cycle Riding Academies” can 
be established. By the way, our Safety 
Brainstorm Suggestion contest is going 
into its sixth month with still no really 
great ideas forthcoming. The prize will 
be a cash award based on the sugges- 
tion’s value in reducing motorbike acci- 
dents, and a handsomely engraved wall 
placque. Suggestions should be type- 
written, double-spaced and answer the 
question, “What can be done to improve 
the safety statistics of motorcycling?” 


CANCELLED 


Some months ago, Cycle Action 
Theater, a subsidiary of C&S Publishing 
Company, thought it would be a good 
idea to show a program of “racing thrills 
and comedy films” at a military installa- 
tion. With the help of Lt. Bill White, 
president of the El Toro Marine Motor- 
cycle Club, Cycle Action Theater ob- 
tained permission to do a show at the 
El Toro Marine Base on August 6. At 
that time, the Base Commander thought 
it might be a good idea to have a kind 
of “open house” and let the public come 
onto the base, see the Marines at work 
and watch the movies. It was a good 
public relations gambit for both the 
military and the motorcyclists, so we at 
Cycle News decided to sponsor a, poker 
run to the base and really pack ‘em in 
there. 

As you will notice in the Calendar on 
page two, the poker run to El Toro 
Marine Base has been cancelled. Owing 
to a directive from the high command, 
the Base Commander had to withdraw 
permission to admit the motorcycling 
public. It seems a barbaric gang known 
by their initials as HA has been sport- 
ing U.S. naval officers’ insignia on their 
costumes, among the swastikas and LSD 
buttons. The HA-gang has a far more 
effective public relations campaign go- 
ing than we dis-organized motorcycle 
enthusiasts have. They have become the 
“image-makers” of the motorcycle scene, 
by default. 

So rather than risk losing the oppor- 
tunity to show base personnel our films 
of motorcycling as it really is, we re- 
luctantly cancelled the public poker run.

Seriously, we seem to have been 
guilty of an inaccurate technical tip in 
last week’s issue. The tip advised that 
Yamaha Autolube-equipped machines 
should not be run for more than a few 
“seconds” with the clutch disengaged. 
The advice only applies to YDS series 
oil-injection units and should have read 
minutes, not seconds. Tests performed 
by the distributors have proved that the 
YDS twins with Autolube can be run for 
an hour at fast idle with the clutch lever 
taped to the handlebar with no measur- 
able damage to the engine. The Techni- 
cal Tip was not an attempt to discredit 
the product of a sometime Cycle News 
advertiser. Our current series of Tech- 


nical Tips is part of a program to edu- 
cate the new riders among our readers 
to some proven safety and maintenance 
disciplines by relating these to specific 
brands. Shifting into neutral and releas- 
ing the clutch when stopping for any 
length of time is good practice whatever 
motorcycle you ride.

Meet Oscar Gomez—the Man Be- 


hind the Ensenada Grand Prix

For many years the United States and 
Mexico have been “Good Neighbors” 
politically and commercially. The spirit 
of co-operation between our two coun- 
tries is one of the high points in the 
history of international relations. 
Friendly relations between governments 
are impossible if the citizens of the 
countries involved are not also good 
neighbors. 

A good neighbor from south of the 
border that you would like to meet is 
Oscar Gomez, President of the Ensenada 
Motorcycle Club. Those who have ridden 
the annual Ensenada Grand Prix know 
and like both Oscar and his club, 

Oscar’s interest in Mexican-American 
motorcycle competition stems from hav- 
ing spent all of his younger life here. It 
was in North America that he learned 
to ride and here that he started racing. 
When he returned to the land of his birth 
it was only natural that he should find a 
way to bring his many Southern Califor- 
nia friends south to compete in his 
country. 

Oscar was born in La Verde, Sinaloa, 
Mexico and his. California life started 
when his family moved to Los Angeles 
when he was three months old. In 1943 
his mother returned to Mexico and 
opened Regalos e Importaciones “Taxco”, 
a gift shop in Ensenada, Baja California. 

While he was here, Oscar attended 
Belvedere High School and competed in 
Hare ‘n Hound events and stormed the 
drag strips on two and four wheels for 
the club he belonged to at the time, the 
Mexican Spitfires of East Los Angeles. 

In 1943, the year his mother returned 
to Mexico, Oscar joined the Merchant 
Marine and served for the duration of 
that “great unpleasantness” of the for- 
ties. Later, when the ‘police action” 
broke out in Korea, he served with the 
U.S. forces from 1951 to 1953. 

After the Korean episode, Oscar 
joined his family in Ensenada and has 
called that nice city his home for the 
past twenty-one years. He is married 
and has two children, a boy twelve and 
a girl seven years old. 

Oscar Gomez is now a partner in the 
recently opened Yamaha of Ensenada 
and although he reports that sales are a 
bit slow because of the financing situa- 
tion there, the rental business is boom 
ing as is only natural in such a tourist 
attraction, 

October eighth and ninth will see the 
sixth renewal of the Annual Ensenada 
Grand Prix. This year, if all goes well, 
there will be a road riders tour to the 
Grand Prix co-sponsored by the Ense- 
nada M.C. and Cycle News. This tour 
has been one of Oscars’ greatest dreams 
and now perhaps it will come true. 

The Grand Prix was begun in 1947 
as a Catalina-type, road-and-dirt scram- 
bles. Lately the city officials have 
shied away from allowing the course to 
run through city streets, but the desig- 
nation “Grand Prix Scrambles” has 
been revived this year since part of the 
course will include unpaved streets. 

The Ensenada Motorcycle Club wants 
us to make sure that all California 
riders are aware of the fact that the 
Ensenada Grand Prix is an International 
Event run under conditions that are a 
combination of F.I.M. and AMA rules. 
As an international event, the competi- 
tors must ride according to the rulings 
of the host country and in Mexico there 
is no separation of professional and 
non-professional riders. All are wel- 
come regardless of the riding affiliation 
or class,

The wisdom of holding races at night during summer was again 
proved by the Sprockets M.C. of Bakersfield at their popular Sprockets 
Park last Saturday night.

Sherri Wolf tumed up in the third place 
with Sherry Bullard right behind. 

This weekly night time action at the Lodi Cycle Bowl is becoming 
a big thing in central Califomia. Fans in many areas with larger popu- 
lations to draw their riders from don’t have the quality of racing that 
this little town has.

Thailand has more dollars than 
any of the other countries in Southeast

The Japan Grand Prix is to be held 
at Fuji Speedway on the 15th and 16th 
of October but Honda has decided to not 
enter the race because the course is not 
safe. According to Honda, after their 
experience with the auto race held there 
before, the speedway is not safe. The 
course is not suitable for the motorcycle 
races. Considering this, Honda has de- 
cided to not enter the race. Only Suzuki, 
Yamaha, Kawasaki, and Bridgestone 
teams will race the G.P. as Japanese 
teams.

BURT 
MUNRO 





A lifelong ambition to esta- 
blish a land speed record for 
motorcycles is again being cul- 
minated, for the fifth time, by an 
ageless New Zealander riding an 
equally ageless Indian motor- 
cycle. 


Burt Munro. of Invercargill, New 
Zealand, a 68-year-old grandfather 
with an insatiable quest for speed, 
is preparing his 1920 American-made 
Indian twin cylinder machine in San 
Gabriel for his fifth attempt in as 
many years on the salt flats at 
Bonneville, Utah, early next month. 

Mechanical woes have plagued 
the leathery, bright-eyed New Zea- 
lander for the past four years to- 
gether with unfavorable surface 
conditions on the bleak salt flats of 
western Utah. 

Unhampered by the fact the Amer- 
ican Indian motorcycle company was 
dissolved in 1954, Munro has formed 
rare engine parts by hand and has 
been supplied with vital spare parts 
by his American sponsor Sam Pierce 
of San Gabriel, who maintains a gi- 
gantic stock of elderly Indian parts 
for devotees throughout the world. 

Using the basic 37 cubic inch 
Indian V-twin engine and transmis- 
sion, Munro spent five years de- 
signing and building an aluminum 





second in his heat, but had trouble 
getting his new Harley KR ride turned 
in the corners and finally got fifth. In 
the amateur finalit was Jack Warren 79e, 
taking the win. Dick Jennings 99y, of 
Riverside, California showed here and 
got a fifth in his amateur heat. (He is 
here on his honeymoon as well as to 
race.) 

The next day was the eight star at 
Columbus, Ohio. It was cancelled. It 
had rained the night before and even 
though the track looked good to most of 
the racers, spectator appearance wasn’t, 
SO maybe this was the reason for not 
running it. Some of the boys took a mid- 
season vacation and loafed around after 
Darlington. We also have another broken 
hand. This was acquiredby Jules Arthor, 
by falling in practice over the weekend. 

We are also glad to hear that Duke 
Olliges will be the starter at Springfield 
this year. He is professional racing’s 
best starter and a great guy for the job. 

This weekend is a five race one, 
starting in Iowa, on Friday night, three 
on Saturday and Elkhorn on Sunday in 
Wisconsin. 

This week’s article is dedicated to 
Bates Molyneaux #5e of Michigan. He 
was at one time Nat. number Fifteen and 
also Five. He was not well known on 
the West Coast, but was known by all 
the racers of the National Circuit and 
by all the racers who live in this part of 
the country. Bates had suffered very 
serious injury while racing some time 
ago, and was making a great comeback, 
almost always making the main event 
whenever he rode this year. This was 
really fantastic as his steel shoe leg 
was very noticeably crooked, but this 
did not hamper his fine riding ability. 
He died doing what he liked best at 
Troy, Ohio July 23, 1966 Saturday night 
in the first Expert heat race, Bates 
Molyneaux we all salute you.

streamlined shell to house the power 
plant and himself. 

Visiting Bonneville Salt Flats in 
1956, Munro renewed his efforts 
after returning to New Zealand, fin- 
ishing his two-wheel. projectile in 
time to make runs in the fall of 1962. 
His best time in 1962 was an amaz- 
ing 178.971 mph through the elctric 
timed traps. 

Returning to his homeland and mak- 
ing modifications, Munro returned to “the 
salt” in. 1963 and established a one- 
way run of 195 mph only to discover he 
couldn’t make the required return run 
because of a burned home-made piston. 

Undaunted by a “minor setback”, 
Burt spent another year rebuilding his 
trim streamliner and was back at Bonne- 
ville in 1964. A frozen wheel bearing 
forced him to “open it up” in his des- 
perate attempt. However he was only 
able to salvage a meek 182.50 mph and 
again couldn’t make the return run for 
an official average speed. 

“When you remember that I am riding 
a 46-year-old engined cycle,” laughed 
Munro, “I believe I have done pretty 
well. I’ve dreamt of making just one 
good pair of runs for 40 years and I am 
not giving up yet.” 

After a complete rebuilding job at 
his modest home in the outskirts of 
Invercargill, Munro returned to Bonne- 
ville last year, but again fate was not 
on his side. A burned piston forced him 
to coast through the timing traps at a 
speed of slightly over 147 mph... on one 
cylinder. 

“I retired 19 years ago so I could 
devote more time to this project”, said 
Munro with a wink, “my children are all 
grown up, I live a very Spartan life on a 
small pension and this project affords 
me an object to strive for in life”. 

Although Munro has forged, machined 
and fabricated his streamliner, spending 
approximately 7,000 hours on this pro- 
ject, many motorcycle enthusiasts have 
helped generously. The Champion Spark 
Plug Company donated many sets of 
special racing spark plugs for his an- 
cient machine. In his 1966 attempt Burt 
has relocated his spark plug firing po- 
sition using a rare 10mm plug. 

Tires, a very vital accessory, are 
donated to Munro-by the Dunlop Com- 
pany and a British oil concern has pro- 
mised him special racing oil as long as 
he wishes to make runs. 

Veteran Indian motorcycle dealer 
Sam Pierce of San Gabriel, who still 
services and manufactures various Indian 
parts, has given Munro a panel truck for 
his trip to Utah along with many spare 
parts and tools. 

As an example of ingenuity, Munro

A racing 
accident years ago has left him with a 
slight hearing deficiency and he bears 
scars from burns received when a cal- 
dron of boiling soap accidently spilled 
over his upper body. 

“I’ve had a few good whacks on my 
head over the years”, recalled Munro, 
“but I have managed to survive in good 
shape. Your Bell Toptex Company here 
in Long Beach have donated a smashing 
new helmet for me to use... I certainly 
don’t wish to try out its efficiency, I 
shan’t wish to scratch it up.” 

Leaving Southern California sometime 
around late July, Munro hopes to find 
the Bonneville Salt Flats in better con- 
dition than in years previous. Floods 
and unseasonal rains have restricted 
high speed attempts on this eleven mile- 
long site. 

Commenting on the quiet, modest life 
in New Zealand, Munro said, ‘We live a 
slower and much more relaxed life at 
home.
